Very Dear Brethren, 


THE advancement made in the article of types is alfo worthy 
of being noticed as another mark of the favour of Providence to- 
ward the undertaking. Previoufly to fending the laft memoir we 
had been enabled to complete founts in the Bengalee, Nagree, 
Oriffa, and Mahratta charaéters, which with the fount of Perfian 
received from England, enabled us to print verfions of the Scrip- 
tures in /even of the languages fpoken in India. This ftatement 
however fhews that we have fince been enabled to provide the 
means of printing them in three more, namely, in the Seek, the 
Burman, and the Chinefe, which enables us to print the Scriptures 
in ten of the Oriental languages. 

In our laft memoir we laid before the public an account of all 
that we had received for the purpofe of tranflations from the begin- 
ning, with the manner in which it had been difburfed. There 
then appeared in our hands a balance of Sa. Rs. 12,371--5 as--6 p. 
We now beg leave to lay before you for publication the fums we 
have fince received, and the difburfement we have had occafion to 
make, on account of the tranflations. Both thefe accounts appear 
in one view, in the following {tatements :

We intimated at the clofe of the laft memoir, that the expenfe 
we had incurred in printing a part of certain verfions, and provide 
ing materials for, printing feveral others, had in a great meafure 
exhaufted the balance which appeared in hand. Although fup- 
plies from you have not yet reached us, the good hand of God has 
provided fupplies for his work in a manner almoft totally unex- 
pected, and which calls for our warmeft gratitude. Within three 
months of the date of our lat memoir we learned that God, whofe 
care is conftantly exercifed over his facred Word, had, unknown 
to his moft intimate friends, inclined the heart of a moft worthy 
friend of ours, Mr. Grant, to bequeath, a few months before his 
death, ten thoufand rupees to the fund for tranflations, of 
which we were the fundees. Of this fum, you will perceive, that 
we have received between fix and feven thoufand rupees. 

Another fupply alfo deferves to be mentioned with peculiar 
gratitude. at gracious Providence which about three years 
ago ftirred up our worthy American brethren to contribute, un- 
folicited, to the fupport of this good work, has fince fent fupplies 
from another quarter, equally generous, and no lefs feafonable. 
We allude to the 2000/. which the Bible Society were pleafed to 
fend out for this purpofe in the laft year, and of which we have re- 
ceived 1000/. For this aét of love to our common Lord, and re- 
gard to his facred Word, we entreat you, dear brethren, to prefent 
our warm and cordial acknowledgments to the Committe¢ of the 
Britifh and Foreign Bible Society. 

Thefe unexpected and feafonable fupplies, together with a few 
donations from certain gentlemen in India, form the whole of the 
means by which we have been enabled to carry forward the work 
{ince our laft memoir ; and of this, you will perceive that a balance 
of Sa. Rs.. 5630, or 703/. fterling, remains in our hands, which, 
however, is more than abforbed in the expenfe incurred by the 
verfions in the Old and New Teftament, now in the prefs; to fay 
nothing of the founts of types we have calt, and which, for reafons 
mentioned in the former memoir, we do not feel at liberty to carry 
to the account of the tranflations. 

Neverthelefs, dear brethren, we feel no kind of anxiety on this 
head. It is not on our own account that we defire fupplies, but 
merely to fpread the knowledge of our Lord Jefus Chrift, by dif- 
feminating his facred Word among the nations around us, now 
fitting in darknefs and in the region of the fhadow of death. And 
we feel confident that while we labour confcientioufly and prudent- 
ly to apply to this purpofe whatever he is pleafed to givé us, he 
will never fail to afford fupplies for the work, either through the 
inftrumentality of thofe who favour his righteous caufe, or by 
means of the labour of our own hands. In whatever way it be 
given, to Him alone be the glory and the praife. 

So far indeed, very dear brethren, from feeling difcouraged, we 
cannot but call on you to unite with us in blefling that gracious 
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God, who from fuch weak and flender beginnings hath been pleaf- 
ed fo to carry forward the work amidft every difcouraging cir- 
cumitance, (and thefe have not been few) that by his goodnefs in 
providing affiftance in the work, in continuing health and ftrength 
to go forward therein, and providing fupplies often as unexpected 
as they were feafonable, that not only is the whole of the facred 
oracles of God publifhed in one language, but in three the New 
Teftament is printed off, in ‘wo more is nearly half of it printed 
off, in three others put to prefs, in two more waiting for revifion, 
while for another the types are prepared. 

Nor does the idea of numerous imperfections, unavoidably cleav- 
ing to a firft attempt, damp our gratitude or fill us with dif- 
couragement. Not to fay that without a frf attempt, a fecond 
and more correét edition can never appear. When we confider the 
labour of feleéting appropriate words, often of afcertaining 
grammatical rules, and in fome inftances of almott forming a fyftem 
of orthography ; we cannot but feel that in the greater part of thefe 


languages, the firft attempt, notwithftanding its imperfections, has ° 


completed more than half the work ; and while it almoft infures 
a fecond, {peedily following, the labour attending the revifion of a 
fecond edition, with an increafed degree of knowledge, is fo gradual, 
fo eafy, and pleafant, that when compared with that of firft wading 
through the untried f{tream, it fcarcely feems to deferve the name. 
This is particularly the cafe when a method is adopted which we 
have in contemplation ; namely, that of fending a copy of each 
verfion of the Scriptures to every gentleman of our acquaintance 
in any degree converfant with the language in which it is printed ; 
and refpeétfully entreating his candid remarks thereon. From 
the aggregate of thefe remarks (which few will refufe to commu- 
nicate) as from a multitude of lights brought into one place, 
(even though fome of them thould refemble tapers) we hope by 
Divine Blefling upon fteady and diligent obfervation for a courfe 
of years, to fend forth the Sacred Word in its pureft and lovelieft 
form. 

In our laft we laid before you a sketch of the probable expenfe 
attending the completion of the tranflation and printing the Old 
Teftament in one, and the New Teftament in ten languages, viz. 
the Sungskrit, Orifla, Hindooftanee, Telinga, Kernata, Guzeratee, 
Mahratta, Seek, Perfian, and Chinefe languages. 

As a lapfe of two years, by bringing us nearer the termination 
of the work, muft enable us of courfe either to confirm or correé& 
this fketch, it may not be unpleafant, perhaps, to fome who with 
well to Zion, if we briefly review, the ftatement before given. It 
was {tated refpecting ten of thefe tranflations, the Chinefe being ex- 
cepted, that the fum of three thoufand rupees aunually for four 
years would furnifh what merely related to the tran/lation of them ; 
and that about forty-/x thoufand rupees more would complete the 
printing of the ten verfions. Relative to the article of time, no one

acquainted with the nature of the work, will be furprifed to find 4 
years too fhort a period for printing the whole of the ten, efpecial- 
ly when on examining the cafh account for the two laft years, he 
perceives that after the expenfe of the Chinefe is deduéted, (which 
was not included in the ten) we have not poffefled the means of ap- 
plying three thoufand rupees annually to retain affiftance in thefe 
ten languages ; two thoufand annually being all we have been able 
to allot to this department for thefe two years palt. Whoever 
confiders however, that for this fum of four thoufand rupees, three 
of thefe ten verfions have been fo completely revifed as to be actu- 
ally printed off, and five more of them brought to the prefs, will 
not think it improbable, that (though the printing may require 
feveral years longer,) the expenfe of revifing and printing the 
other tranflations may be covered by little more than the remain- 
ing eight thoufand rupees of the ftatement. 

Relative to the eftimate given for printing, the cafe appears ftill 
more clear, the Sungskrit New Teltament having fallen fomewhat 
below the quantity of letter prefs given in the former eftimate, as 
has the fourth or laft volume of the Bengalee: Scriptures ; and al- 
though the Oriffa has exceeded the number of pages by more than 
two hundred, we have ftill been able to bring the expenfe within 
the bounds prefcribed. 

Refpecting the other two verfions of which we gave an eltimate, 
the Perfian and the Chinefe, as the former is removed from under 
our care, it would of courfe be improper for us to fay any thing 
farther on that part of the fubjeét ; but relative to the Chinefe we 
are enabled to {peak with much greater precifion than we could 
two yearsago. From calculating how many pages of the original 
the blocks of the Chinefe already cut have included, the probabili- 
ty is, that 700 of thefe blocks will nearly complete the New Telta- 
ment. Thefe, although they contain each nearly 300 chara¢ters, 
we are able to get engraved for fomething lefs than eight rupees 
each. Seven hundred multiplied by this number gives 5,600 
rupees : fo that it is quite probable that 6000 rupees or 750/. fter- 
ling will complete the engraving of the whole New ‘Teftament in 
Chinefe.* When this is done, any number can be thrown off at 
pleafure. We are of courfe as yet unable to fay how many copies 
one block will bear to have taken off. Itis not impoffible, that the 
number may be ten thoufand. If it be however ha/f that number, 
at fo moderate a price can Chinefe paper be obtained in Calcutta, 
that confidering the number of copies the verfion will be cheaper, 
notwithftanding its being the firft, than any verfion of the New Tes- 
tament which we have hitherto been enabled to print. 


* By an article in the Literary Panorama for April, 1808, it appears 
that the expense of engraving in Britain a Chinese MS. Harmony of the 4 
Gospels, was estimated at 3500/. sterling. On this scale the engraving of 
the whole New Testament must have exceeded 7000/. sterling, which is 
nearly ten times the sum which engraving it in India will cost. 
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Thus, very dear brethren, have we in a fimple and unreferved 
manner laid before you and the friends of religion in Britain and 
America, the ftate and progrefs of the tranflations in our hands ; 
our expenditure, and the manner in which the God of mercy has 
hitherto fupplied us with means ; our future hopes and expedtations 
and the ground on which they are built. And this we do with the 
utmolt confidence, knowing that relative to fupport in this great 
work, you and the friends of religion, with you, are willing to do 
even more than we defire. We only add our earneflt prayer that 
the joys and confolations which arife from the facred word may 
dwell richly in your hearts ; and, mingling with, while they con- 
ftaatly increafe, the inexpreflible pleafure arifing from conftant and 
unwearied endeavours, to impart to others the bleflings contained 
in the facred volume, conftitute that folid enjoyment which the 
world can neither give nor take away. We are, molt affection-

FURTHER INTELLIGENCE FROM INDIA. 


Extract of a Letter from the Rev. Dr. Carey, to the 


Rev. Dr. Rogers, of Philadelphia, dated Nov. 10, 
1809. 


My Dear Brother, 

“ THE ftate of religion in this country is fuch as to give in- 
creafing hope, that it will finally prevail, and fupplant that filthy 
idolatry which has fo long blackened this part of the world. 
. When we firft began to preach in Calcutta, we had to pay the 

expenfe of houfe-rent, 96 rupees per month, for a year or two, 
and after that for another year or two, 64 rupees per month. 
At firft we had from three to ten hearers, and for three years 
after we begun, we thought twenty perfons a large congregation. 
The Lord has now gracioufly enabled us to erect avery good 
place of worfhip.* Our prefent congregation is often more than 
an hundred and fifty perfons ;_befides other congregations among 
the natives in different parts of the town, for, befides ourfelves,

our brethren Krifhno, (a Hindoo minifter) and John Peter, (an 
Armenian) preach at the houfes of feveral perfons in town, in the 
Bengalee language. 

The work of God in Calcutta has been principally among that 
clafs of people which has arifen from the illicit conneétion of the 
Europeans with native women ; a circumftance which affords me 
much encouragement, becaufe thefe perfons form a connecting 
link between the Europeans and the natives, and we have reafon 
to hope that fome of them may be bleffed with minifterial gifts ; 
in which cafe they would be immediately fitted to preach among 
the Hindoos, by their intimate knowledge of the country lan- 
guages. ‘There are now fix or feven perfons under hopeful con- 
victions: 

At Serampore there has been no great addition, yet the Lord 
has not left himfelf without witnefs ; fome few have been baptif- 
ed and added to the church, and fome backfliders reftored.” 


To the Rev. Dr. Staughton, he writes 





“ ‘That there had been no period, fince the Miffion began, more 
encouraging. That within the laft 16 years, there had been an in- 
creafe of 41 minifters in India, including the 2 at Ragoon; thofe 
who had died or had returned to Europe were not reckoned. 
Of the above 31, 5 are of the Epifcopal Church, 17 are Baptilts, 
including the 3 Hindoo preachers, 1 isa Prefbyterian, 6 are Inde- 
pendents, and 2 are Lutherans. Befides this number there are 4 
minilters in India, who were there pievious to the above date ot 
16 years. ‘There are alfo 3 Miffionaries in Ceylon, and 1 in Chi- 
na—making the whole number 39. ‘There were in November 
6 Baptift Churches, viz. 1 at Serampore and Calcutta, 1 at Jef- 
fore, 1 at Cutwa,r at Goamalti, 1 at Dinagepore, and 1 at 
Ragoon.”

Dear Brethren, ; 

IN whatever elfe we differ, we are “ One in Chrift,” and his 
caufe is our common concern ; confequently any information re- 
fpecting that caufe muft be of common intere(t, and, if pleafing, 
mutt afford a common revenue of fatisfaction. Is it not then de- 
firable, and would it not tend greatly to increafe the mutual com- 
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fort, and to promote the common object of Miffionary Societies, 
for them, efpecially fuch as.are of the fame religious denomination, 
to hold a general correfpondence, either periodically or occafional- 
ly, as circumitances might require, and opportunities offer ? 

Through this medium each of thefe inititutions might know the 
origia and progrefs, the trials and profpects of all the reft : alfo to 
what extent, and with what fuccefs the gofpel is fpreading, and 
what remarkable events are tranfpiring under the labours of their 
feveral Miffionaries. By this means, likewife, general information 
might be circulated where the moft fuitable Miflionaries could be 
procured, and where their labours are moft needed. 

Such a correfpondence, if it ever takes place, muft begin fome- 
where ; and as we feel, as much as any fifter Society can do, the 
want of its advantages, we hope that, without hazarding the 
charge of arrogance, we may venture to make the propofal. This 
we do in the prefent addrefs. And, asa primary object of fuch 
correfpondence is to give information of the origin, &c. of Mif- 
fionary focieties, we begin with laying before you a fketch of the 
circumftances which, under the Providence of God, refulted in the 
formation of this fociety. 

That an affociation under the name of The New York Miffionary 
Society has long exifted in this city, you muft have been informed. 
That fociety was inflituted in November, 1796, and confilted of 
Prefbyterians and Baptilts united. 

The views of that Inftitution were directed to the perifhing 
heathen ; and befides two Miflions of lefs magnitude, the one among 
the Mantauc Indians, on the eaft end of Long Ifland, and the other 
among the Chickafaws in the State of Georgia, they formed, as their 


chief objeét and principal fphere of operation, an eftablifhment 


among the Senecas and Tufkaroras, called the North-Weftern-Miffon. 
We were happy in the connexion, and truft that the efforts of the 
fociety were not “in vain in the Lord.”” However, whena ma- 
jority of the directors thought it neceflary under the fuccefs of the 
North-Weftern-Miffion, to conftitute a church, and to adminifter 
ordinances among the Indians, an embarraflment inevitably arofe. 
Neither our Prefbyterian brethren, nor we, could, in confcience, 
facrifice our views of the commandments of Chrift. Nor was a 
fpirit of prophecy neceflary to forefee, that fimilar difficulties muft, 
of neceflity, be continually arifing, as the labours of our Miflionaries 
fhould be owned in the converfion of finners, and confequently that 
the union muft tend rather to impede than to promote the object 
of the Inftitution. Under thefe confiderations we felt perfuaded 
that it would be more for the glory of God, and the furtherance of 
the gofpel, for us to withdraw and become a feparate fociety. We 
did fo ; and, we think, not without tokens of divine approbation. 
We were conftituted on the 24th of May, 1806, under the name 
of the New York Baptift? Miffionary Society, aadof which, on the 
Ss 
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fame day, we gave notice, by a committee, to the fociety we had 
left. Thefe focieties, as being formed for the fame purpofes, and 
aiming at the fame ends, do, we truft, fervently pray for each other, 
and cordially reciprocate ‘* God {peed” in the glorious work. 

Officers and other diretors for the new inftitution being chofen, 
they immediately formed a board, and made fome arrangements 
tor future proceedings. 

It is not beyond our defign, when our funds fhall admit of it, to 
fettle Miflionaries among the Indians ; hitherto, however, our efforts 
have been confined among white people. 

The firft miflionary we employed was elder Charles Lahatt, 
and who, with a fhort intermiffion, has been in our employ ever 
fince. He has been on feveral extenfive tours, and in different 
dire@tions. His fervices have been very fatisfactory to the fociety, 
and we trutt very ufefulto poor finners ; efpecially on one tour, in 
which he was honoured as the inftrument of a confiderable revival. 

Our venerable brother, elder Elkanah Holmes, who had been in 
the employ of the New York Miflionary Society among the 
Senecas and Tu/fkaroras, from the commence.rrent of that miffion ; 
but who was difmiffed from their fervice for the fame reafons which 
influenced us to withdraw from their connexion, we, in conjunc- 
tion with the Baptift Miffionary Society of Maffachufetts, have fet- 
tled in Upper Canada. The good old man, as he had laboured for 
many years among thofe tribes, as he had occafionally preached to 
them even before the New York Miffionary Society exilted, and as 
he was the firlt by whom the gofpel was taken among them, was, 
as may be eafily imagined, very much grieved at a feparation from 
his tawny charge. Neverthelefs, both he and his friends have fince 
had abundant reafon to be thankful for the change ; far in no in- 
ftance perhaps has it been more evident that God, while counter- 
acting the natural wilhes of a faithful fervant, was opening a way 
for that fervant’s greater happinefs, as well as ufefulnefs. His cir- 
cumftances in his prefent fituation are much more eligible, and his 
labours much more profitable. He has had the happinefs of bap- 
tizing a goodly number on profeffion of their faith in the dear Re- 
deemer, of conftituting a church in the order of the gofpel, and of 
preaching conftantly to large and folemn aflemblies, where no in- 
terpreter is neceflary but the Holy Ghoft. Nor have the Indians 
been forgotten. The New York Miflionary Society have fettled 
among them a miflionary of their own denomination. May hisla- 
bours be crowned with great fuccefs ! 

We have alfo three other miffionaries employed ; brother Luke 
Davis, brother Daniel Steers, and brother William Pearce, who 
chiefly itinerate for the purpofe of fupplying deftitute neighbour- 
hoods, and occafionally vifiting deftitute churches ; and whofe la- 
bours, we are happy to learn, are acceptable and ufeful. 
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As fufficient evidence that this inftitution is a growing intereft, 
we need only mention that within a few weeks paft we have re- 
ceived upwards of 250 new members. 

It gives us peculiar pleafure to announce, that fince the forma- 
tion of this fociety, one has been formed by the young people of 
our denomination in this city, ftyled the Baptif? Youth’s Miffion- 
ary Affflant Society. This noble teftimony of zeal in the young 
difciples of the blefled Jefus was given on the 23d of July, 1806. 
Nor muft we omit to fay that their proceedings ever fince, fo far as 
we have been able to difcover, have been marked with that pru- 
dence, decorum, and folemnity, which clearly evince that their 
motives are pure, and that their zeal is according to knowledge. 
Their contributions, though fmall, have enabled them already to 
prefent tous near $500. O that their very laudable examiple 
may be imitated by the rifing youth in many, yea, in all places ! 

It is not long fince the Baptif’ Philanthropic Mijffionary Society, of 
North Carolina, was formed, alfo the Hamilton, the Lake, and the 
Genefee Baptif? Miffionary Societies, weft of Utica in this State. 

Thefe, Brethren, are events which call for our gratitude to the 
God of all grace and confolation ; and are calculated to brighten 
our profpects, to ftrengthen our hope, and to animate our zeal. 
Can the great and growing number of fuch inftitutions, both in 
Europe and America, be in vain ? Will not the great Head of the 
church crown with fuccess the means which he himfelf hath appoint- 
ed? He will; his promife has gone forth, and his power will 
makeit good. His word “ fhall not return unto him void, but it 
fhall accomplifh that which he pleafeth, and fhall profper in the 
thing whereunto he hath fent it ;”” while ** many run to and fro,” 
bearing the tidings of falvation, “ knowledge fhall be increafed,” 
and “ the redeemed of the Lord fhail return and come to Zion.” 

Nor is it a confideration any lefs encouraging, or any lefs wor- 
thy of our thanksgiving, that God is pouring out his Spirit upon 
flated congregations, and “increafing his churches with men likea 
flock.” Of this there have been inftances of late, in almoft every 
direction, and one, by no means inconfiderable, in this city. With- 
in five years paft, about 760 have been baptized on profeffion of 
faith in Chrift, and added to the churches in this place. Among 
thefe there have been perfons of nearly all ages, from the parent 
of 70, to the child of 9 years old. The work has been remarkable, 
chiefly for its gradual progrefs, and long continuance. The 
greateft numbers baptized were at one time 24, at another time 
20, at another time 18 ; at different times 16, and frequently 12, 
10, &c. 

During this period alfo four new churches of our denomination 
have been conftituted here, viz. The Welfh Bapitif? Church, con- 
ftituted of perfons difmifled from the church in Fayette Street, for 
the advantage of having the gofpel preached to them ftatedly in 
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their own languages : The Baptif/ Church in Mulberry Street, contti- 
tuted of perfons moft of whom had belonged to the Independent 
Society meeting in Rofe Street, and among whom is the late paftor 
of faid fociety, Mr. Archibald Maclay, who has fince been regu- 
larly ordained a minifter of the Baptift denomination, and is now 
the paftor of this new church: The Abyfinian Baptif? Church, 
meeting in Anthony Street, conftituted of the coloured people dif- 
miffed, at their requelt, for that purpofe, from the Fir/ Baptift 
Church in this city: And the North Baptif{ Church, meeting in 
Greenwich Street, conftituted alfo of perfons difmiffed from the 
Firft Church ; from which body likewile a number of perfons re- 
fiding on Long Ifland have been difmiffed, and are conftituted into 
a church at New-Town. It gives us pleafure, moreover, to ftate, 
that no one of thefe inftances of difmiffion was the effect of any 
diffenfion ; that thofe difmiffed appear to have been influenced on- 
ly by the confidération of greater convenience, and the profpect of 
greater ufefulnefs, and that all the new conititutions took place in 
perfe& harmony and fellowfhip with the former churches. 

“ The Lord of the harveft” has alfo heard our cries, and has 
fent forth more labourers. Within about three years palt, three 
have been licenfed from the firft church, viz. Cornelius P. Hyckoff, 
who has fince been ordained, and is now paltor of the North Bap- 
tift Church in this city, and Fohn Seger, and Fames Bruce, who re- 
main licentiates—Zwo from the church in Fayette Street, viz. 
Francis Wayland, fince ordained, and is now paftor of the church 
at Poughkeepfie, and Daniel Sharp, lately ordained paftor of the 
church at Newark, in New Jerfey ; and two from the Bethel 
church meeting in Broome Street, under the paftoral care of elder 
Daniel Hall, viz. <Auguftin Elhot, and Silvain Bijotat. 

We fhall only add that appearances are {till pieafing and hopeful ; 
our meetings are frequent, numerous and folemn ; the churches 
are at peace among themfelves, and with each other, and fome of 
them, and often all of them, continueto have additions every month. 

Now, dear brethren, fhould this intelligence, or any part of it, at 
all comfort or encourage you, and fhould you incline to corres- 
pond with us, we beg that, in return, you would remember us at 
the throne of grace, and communicate to us all the good news you 
receive concerning the kingdom of our dear Lord Jefus.

We think we may fay, Jefus has come with his fervants into 
this place.

We 
feel conftrained to blefs God for what he has done through your 
means, and pray for the continuance of his blefling, and of your 
liberality.

RELIGION ALWAYS THE SAME. 


THERE are many at the prefent day, who feem to fuppofe 
they have made great improvement in the religious theories of 
their forefathers. Although they have much lets of that rigid pi- 
ety and fervid devotion, yet they have much more catholicifm and 
charity. While they claim much refpect to themfelves, on account 
of their pious anceftors, they conftantly defpife and condemn in 
others, the very things for which their anceftors were renowned. 

Many of the late revivals of religion have been looked upon, 
and fpoken of by profeffors of the above clafs, as the mere effeats 
of enthufiafm and fuperftition. The powerful operations of the 
Holy Spirit in convincing and converting men from the error of 
their ways, form no part of their religious fyftem. Hence their 
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preaching and converfation, go directly to difcountenance every 
thing of the kind. The man who profeffes to acknowledge the 
Bible, and fupports a decent exterior morality, is confidered by 
them as an evangelical chriftian. It is argued, that it is God’s 

prerogative alone to know the heart, and therefore neither minis- 
ters nor private brethren have any thing to do withthat. To his 
own matter he ftands or falls. But how very different is this from 
the religion of our anceftors ? They prayed fervently for the out- 
pourings of the Spirit, and they rejoiced when their prayers were 
anfwered. Whillt they were {pecially careful to diftinguifh be- 
tween what was falfe, and what was genuine in religion, they ac- 
knowledged with deepeft humility the good work of God which 
was carried on among them. 

In proof of the above obfervations, we fubjoi an extrac, from 
an account given by the late excellent Prefident Edwards, of the 
work of God in Northampton, inthe early part of his miniftry in 
that place. 

After giving a particular account of the low ftate of religion in 
that place, previous to this revival, ana of the manner in which 
the work firft made its appearance ; he adds, ** fome were wrought 
upon in a very remarkable manner. Particularly, I was furprifed 
with the relation of a young woman, who had been one of the great- 
eft company-keepers in the whole town. When fhe came to me, I 
had never heard that fhe was become in any wife ferious; but by 
the converfation I then had with her, it appeared to me, that what 
fhe gave an account of, was a glorious work of God’s infinite 
power and fovereign grace ; and that God had given her a new 
heart, truly broken and fanétified. I could not then doubt of it, 
and have feen much in my acquaintance with her fince to confirm 
it, 

“ Though the work was glorious, yet | was filled with concern 
about the efe@ it might have upon others. I was ready to con- 
clude (though too rafhly) that fome would be /ardened by it, in 
carelefinefs and loofenefs of life; and would take occafion from it 
to open their mouths, in reproaches of religion. But the event was 
the reverfe, to a wonderful degree ; God made it, I fuppofe, the 
greateft occafion of awakening to others, of any thing that ever came 
to pafs inthe town. [I have had abundant opportunity to know 
the effe& it had, by my private converfation with many. The 
news of it feemed to be almoft like a flab of lightning, upon the 
hearts of young people, all over the town, and upon many others. 
Thofe perfons amongft us, who ufed to be far theft from ferioufnefs, 
and that I molt Sonred would make an ill improvement of it, feem- 
ed greatly to be awakened with it; many went to talk with her, 
concerning what fhe had met with ; and what appeared in her 
feemed to be to the fatisfaétion of all that did fo. 

*¢ Prefently upon this,a great aad earneft concern about the great 
things of religion, and the eternal world, became wniverfa! in ali 
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parts of the town, and among perfons of all ages ; the noife among 
the dry bones waxed louder and louder: all other talk but about 
{piritual and eternal things was foon thrown by ; all the conver- 
fation, in all companies, and upon all occafions, was upon thefe 
things only, unlefs fo much as was neceffary for people, carrying 
on their ordinary fecular bufinefs. Other difcourfe than of the 
things of religion would fcarcely be tolerated in any company. 
- The minds of people were wonderfully taken off from the world, 
it was treated amongit us as a thing of very little confequence : 
they feemed to follow their worldly bufinefs, more as a part of 
their duty, than from any difpofition they had to it ; the éemptation 
now feemed to lic on that hand, to negle? worldly affairs too 
much, and to {pend too much time in the immediate exercife of 
religion: which thing was exceedingly mifreprefented by re- 
ports that were f{pread in diftant parts of the land, as though the 
people here had wholly thrown by all worldly bufinefs, and betook 
themfelves entirely to reading and praying, and fuch like religious 
exerciles. 

But although people did not ordinarily neglect their worldly 
bufinefs ; yet there then was the reverfe of what commonly is : 
religion was with all forts the great concern, and the world was 2 
thing only by the by. The only thing in their view was to get 
the kingdom of heaven, and every one appeared prefling into it : 
the engagednefs of their hearts in this great concern could not de 
hid, it appeared in their very countenances. It then was a dreadful 
thing amongit us to lie out of Chrift, in danger every day of 
dropping into hell; and what perfons’ minds were intent upon was 
to efcape for their bees, and to fy from the wrath to come. All would 
eagerly lay hold of opportunities for their fouls ; and were wont 


very often to meet together in private houfes for religious pur- . 


pofes: And fuch meetings when appointed were wont greatly to 
be thronged. 

There was fcarcely a fingle perfon in the town, either old or 
young, that was left unconcerned about the great things of the 
eternal world. Thofe that were wont to be the vainelt, and 
loofeft, and thofe that had been moft difpofed to think and {peak 
flightly of vital and experimental religion were now generally 
fubjec&t to great awakenings. And the work of converfion was 
carried on in a molt aftonithing manner, and increafed more and 
more. Souls did as it were come by flocks to Jefus Chrift. From 
day to day, for many months together, might be feen evident in- 
Rtances of finners brought out of darkne/s into marvellous light, and 
delivered out of an horrible pit, and from the miry clay, and fet upon a 
rock, with anew fong of praife to God in their mouths. 

This work of God, as it was carried on, and the number of true 
faints multiplied, foon made a glorious alteration in the town ; fo 
that in the {pring and fummer following, Anno 1735, the town 
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feemed to be full of the prefence of God: it never was fo full of 
love, nor fo full of joy ; and yet fo full of diftrefs, as it was then. 
There were remarkable tokens of God’s prefence in almoft every 
houfe. It was a time of joy in families on the account of falva- 
tion’s being brought unto them ; parents rejoicing ‘over their 
children as new born, and hufbands over their wives, and wives 
over their hudbands. The goings of God were then feen in his 
ianctuary ; God’s day was a delight, and his tabernacles were ami- 
able. Our public affemblies were then beautiful ; the congrega- 
tion was alive in God’s fervice, every one earneftly intent on the 
public worfhip, every hearer eager to drink in the words of the 
minifter as they came from his mouth ; the aflembly in general 
were from time to time in tears while the word was preached ; 
fome weeping with forrow and diftrefs, others with joy, and love, 
others with pity and concern for the fouls of their neighbours. 

Our public praifes were then greatly enlivened ; God was then 
ferved in our pfalmody, in fome meafure, in the beauty of-holinefs. 
It has been obfervable, that there has been f{carce any part of divine 
worlhip, wherein good men amongft us have had grace fo drawn 
forth, and their hearts fo lifted up in the ways of God, as in fing- 
ing his praifes. Our congregation excelled all that ever I knew in 
the external part of the duty before, generally carrying regularly, 
and well, three parts of mufic, and the women a part by them- 
felves; but now they were evidently. wont to fing with unufual 
elevation of heart and voice, which made the duty pleafant 
indeed. | 

In all companies on other days, on whatever occafions perfons 
met together, Chriit was to be heard of and feen in the midft of 
them. Our young people, when they met, were wont to fpend 
the time in talking of the excellency and dying love of Jefus 
Chrift, the glorioufnefs of the way of falvation, the wonderful, free 
and fovereign grace of God, his glorious work in the converfion of 
a foul, the truth and certainty of the great things of God’s word, 
the fweetnefs of the views of his perfeétions, &c. And even at 
weddings, which formerly were merely occafions of mirth and 
jollity, there was now no difcourfe of any thing but the things of 
religion, and no appearance of any, but fpiritual mirth. 

Thofe among us that had been formerly converted were great- 
ly enlivened and renewed with frefh and extraordinary incomes 
of the Spirit of God ; though fome much more than others, ac- 
¢ording to the meafure of the gift of Chrift: Many that before 
had laboured under difficulties about their own flate, had now 
their doubts removed by more fatisfying experience, and more 
clear difcoveries of God’s love.”

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PLAIN DEALING. 


THE following remarkable account of the preaching of the late 
Rev. Mr. Flavel, was given by a gentleman who had for- 
merly Jived under his miniftry ; but afterwards removed to 
Middleborough in this commonwealth, where he clofed the fcene 
of life. He related as follows: 


‘That one Lord’s day, Mr. Flavel began his fermon with an 
introdugtion of this importance : 

“‘My dear hearers! you know I have been long endeavouring to fet 
forth the Lord Jefus Chrift in his amiable excellencies and all-fufhi- 
ciency before you, that if poffible you might be allured tolove him ; 
and I have ufed all the powerful arguments and motives I could think 
of to perfuade you to come to himand heartily embrace him. And 
thefe winning methods you know are moft agreeable to my natural 
temper and difpofition. And I defire to rejoice in the hope that 
through the grace of Chrift, there are fome among you who have 
been allured and perfuaded to love and embrace him. But alas! 
alas ! I have fufficient reafon to fear that there are others among 
you, who have not yielded to all my alluring reprefentations of 
him, nor all the cogent arguments and motives, which I have been 
fo long ‘ufing and fo frequently and earneftly prefling upon you: 
but, O! after all I can fay and do, you will not love him ! And 
now alas! I muft change my note! I muft deliver a meflage to 
you, that I am loth to deliver; but my Lord and Matter requires 


it of me, in order to deliver the whole counfel of God. It is that~ 


dreadful meffage in 1 Cor. xvi. 22. Jf any man love not the Lord 
Jefus Chrift, let him be anathema, maranatha 3 i.e. let him be ac- 
curfed of God, till God fhall come and judge him : If any man, 
or any one, whether male or female, high or low, rich or poor, old 
or young, love not the Lord Jefus Chrilt above every thing in the 
world, let them, fays the word and majelty of God, be anathema 
maranatha, accurfed of God, and the curfe of God, until the Lord 
fhall come and execute the fulnefs of his wrath upon them,” or 
words to this purpofe. Upon whith the whole ailembly was 
ftruiek into a very great and vifible confternation ; fome deeply af- 
fected for themfelves, and fome for their children. And among 
the reft, a gentleman of wealth and figure, I think, if my memory 
does not fail me, he was a knight baronet, fell down as dead in his 
pew, though he revived, in great diltrefs of foul. And the other 
circumftances, I cannot at prefent clearly remember, but hope to 
recover them.’

CHRISTIAN EXPERIENCE. 


The following narrative was communicated to the Editor, by the perfon to 
whom it was firft addrefed, with a requeft to have it inferted in the 
Magazine. We hope its prolixity will not leffen its intereft. 


Dear Frienp, 


AS it is your requeft, I do not know as I have any objection of 
letting the world know what the Lord has done for my foul. I 
have reafon to blefs God, that I was bornin a land of gofpel light 
and liberty. But though I attended meetings often, and heard the 
word of God difpenfed, I do not recollect that I had any religious 
impreffions, or viewed myfelf as a finner, until my fourteenth year, 
which was in the fall of 1799. About that time I attended a con- 
ference meeting in this town, at which were a number, who had 
lately met with a change of heart, and others who were under 
powerful convictions. It was truly a folemn time. I was confid- 
erably affected, and went home that night imprefled with my mis- 
erable fituation as a finner againft a holy God. A fear of death, 
judgment, and eternal damnation, would often rufh upon my 
mind, when I attempted to put them far away, or to fupprefs them 
entirely. 

I was at this time fitting for college. I was hence led to 
join in all the vain fports and plays, which too often attend fuch 
places ; and by thefe means wore away by degrees thefe impres- 
fions, or grieved away the Holy Spirit. After this, I finned with 
a high hand, for it was againft great light. 

I entered college in the fall of the year 1800. There I joined ia 
all manner of fins, and often heard oaths and profane {peeches, 
fuch as at firft, would almoft make my blood run cold, yet by de- 
grees I heard them without emotion, and even with pleafure. I 
chofe the company of finners, in preference to thofe who were re- 
ligious : I rolled fin as a fweet morfel under my tongue : It was 
the moft tedious confinement at any time, to be where religion was 
the topic of converfation : I chofe the road to deftruétion. If at 
any time I heard a folemn difcourfe, or exhortation, I could gen- 
erally fhift it off upon others prefent. Yet when the application 
was made, and the queftion was afked, I could not help acknowl- 
edging that I was the perfon; yet fo much was I a fervant-of fin 
and Satan, that thefe thoughts would laft but a moment, and my 
mind would be in an inftant to the ends of the earth, even under 
the molt impreflive and awful admonitions. I went on this way, 
and gave a loofe to all the natural propenfities of a vicious heart. 

About this time I had a fevere fitof ficknefs, which I now be- 
lieve was a loud call from God to me to repent, and a juft judg- 
ment for my ftifling my former conviction. This was but a fhort 
interruption in my mad career of fin and vanity : I put far away 
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the evil day, and faid in my heart, to-morrow fhall be as this day. 
I lived without God in the world; I wifhed indeed to die the 
death of the righteous, but to live his life, I had no defire. 

I often heard the truth preached by the fervants of Chrift, and 
while I even'trembled under the awful denunciations upon the fi- 
nally impenitent, would fay in my heart, “ go thy way for this 
time, when I have a convenient feafon I will attend to thefe 
things.” 

I fet time after time when I would become religious. O awful 
thought! thus to procraftinate the great concerns of my {foul’s 
eternal falvation ! In this way, in the fervice of fin and fatan, 1 
have {pent nearly twenty four years. of precious time, and Ibelieve, 
had not God interpofed in his all wife providence, my corrupt 
and vicious heart would have hurried me down to hell, where I 
mult have felt the vindictive wrath of a holy God. I fhould there 
have feen wherein he had called from time totime, and I, a finful 
worm of the duit, had refufed to hear, that my foul might live. 

I can mention no particular thing that lately called up my at- 
tention, excepting this: I have an aunt laying on a fick bed, and 
to appearance, drawing nigh the eternal world: I often called to 
fee her, and fhe has often talked to me in the’ moft ferious manner, 
and told:me what a terrible thing it was to die, without an intereft 
in the Saviour. Thefe thoughts I could not bear to harbour a 
moment; I even dreaded to hear her begin at any time upon the 
fabject. 

One evening in particular when I was there, fhe afked me how 


I got along in my mind ; I tried to change the fubje@, but in vain. 


I finally told her, in the way of juftifying myfelf, ‘I thought I 
believed the Bible ;’”? but I was foon convinced I did not in fa& 


believe the Bible. EI went home unufually folemn and thoughtful - 


about myfelf ; however, by the next morning, thefe impreflions 
had pretty much fubfided. I went to meeting in the afternoon as 
I ufually had done, to fee and be feen. I mutt confels I was fome 
what furprifed and aftonifhed, when I recognized in your counte- 
nance the perfon I had formerly been acquainted with at college ; 
and to fee you now in the pulpit, took confiderable hold upon my 
mind. When elder S. N. mentioned that he expected to attend a 
meeting that evening about three miles off, Limmediately thought 
1 would go. I felt unufually folemn, and was led to attend 
clofely to the preaching that evening. ‘The text was Luke i. 53. 
He hath filled the hungry with good things, and the rich he hath fent 
empty away. 1 perceived wherein my riches confifted, that my 
whole heart had been on the things of time and fgnfe. This led 
me toa review of my paft life. L.was fenfible the. main objed 1 
had been feeking, was worldly happinefs ; and was likewife fenfi- 
ble, I had fought in vain, and that the whole world would not fat- 


isfy the immortal mind, efpecially i inadying hour. I was fenfible 
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I was a finner againft God, and that every thought and imagina- 
tion of my heart had been in open violation of his holy law. 

From this time, until the Thurfday evening following, no per- 
fon, excepting one who has felt the wormwood and the gall, can 
conceive of the pangs of diftrefs which I fuffered in my mind, by 
day and night. It appeared a matter of aftonifhment to me, 
that fo great a finner, as I viewed myfelf to be, was fuffered to 
live. Why was the flender thread of life lengthened out to me, 
while two of my clafs-mates in college, and the two with whom I 
was moft intimate, had lately been called out of time into eternity ? 
Chrift had been knocking at the door of my heart, but I had re- 
jected.all the calls and invitations of the gofpel, and I faid in my 
heart, I would not have this man to reign over me. I faw that 
my heart was bad enough to commit the very worlt of crimes. I 
had once ina fit of anger wifhed myfelf dead ! (O heart rending 
thought) why was I fuffered to live? God’s gracious arm, 
though unfeen, had reftrained me from the worlt of crimes. 
No merit belongs to me. 

Thefe were fome of the many retiections, which conftantly 
attended me. At length I did not try to put thefe thoughts 
out of my mind, or to ftifle the ftings of confcience; but was 
afraid it would be faid unto me, as unto Ephraim, * heis joined 
to his idols, let him alone :” or “ my Spirit fhall not always ftrive 
with man, feeing he is but duft.” I was afraid I fhould grieve 
away the Holy Spirit. It appeared to meto be the laft call I ever 
fhould have, and that fome awful judgment was about to_ befall 
me; but as yet I kept all my thoughts and feelings to myfelf. 

On going one evening to hear elder C preach, my thoughts 
on the way were, O that I might fee the worlt of my fituation! O 
that conviction might be faftened on meas a nail in a fure place! 
O that I might hear the thunders of mount Sinai ! I went in un- 
noticed as I thought, and it was truly a folemn time to my foul. 
The text was Daniel vii. 9g, 10. J beheld till the thrones were caft 
down, and the ancient of days did fit, Sc. After finifhing his dis- 
eourfe, Mr. C--—— called me by name, before a crowded ai- 
fembly, and afked me if I viewed myfelf as a finner, and if I wifh- 
ed for an intereft in their prayers at the throne of grace. Ol 
thought I might as well give up firft as at lalt ; it was in vain to 
try to conceal myfelf any longer. I did not care who knew that 
I felt myfelf a finner. O what a night I endured, rolling from 
fide to fide, and what a day to me was the next. I went to my 
{chool in which I was thenengaged ;_ every thing that I faw or 
read, preached with thundering accents in my ears. Thefe words 
amongtt many others, kept almoft conftantly before me, “ Becaufe 
I have called, and you refufed, I have ftretched out my arm, and 
no man regarded it, I will laugh at your calamity, and mock 
when your fear cometh.” 
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The next day, I thought of going to my fchool, but my friends 
perfuaded me to ftay at home. In the evening I went to a pray- 
er meeting. I thought before this, 1 had given up every thing, 
but I believe my proud heart was yet unfubdued,, and difpofed 
to dictate to God. This thought ftruck me, that the kingdom of 
heaven is like treafure hid in the field, which if a man finds, he goes and 
fells all and buys that field. 1 was then fenfible, that the natural 
enmity of my heart was not flain, and that my will was not bowed 
toGod. The sift pfalm was mentioned and read. I thought 1 
did not want to hear finging, yet the words feemed exactly to fuit 
my cafe. When they began to fing, I believe if ever I prayed in my 
life, it was then. 


‘‘ Shew pity, Lord, O Lord forgive ; 
Let a repenting rebel live : 

Are not thy mercies large and free ; 
May not a sinner trust in thee ?” 


In the full enjoyment of my fenfes, my breath grew fhorter, and 
of a fudden, fuch a feeling came upon me, as cannot poflibly be de- 
fcribed. This extended from my head over the whole fyfiem, 
above the region of my heart. The reft of my body below, retain- 
ed its natural fecling. It was not numbnefs from cold; for I was 
in a warm room, and was perfectly warm. It was not palfy, for I 
had the power of motion in all the parts affected ;° neither were 
they deftitute of feeling. It was not cramp or fpafms; neither 
was it any thing I ever read, heard, or conceived of in my life. In 
fhort, I believe it was an effect of the immediate power of God. 
I could not fit in my chair, but fell proftrate on the floor. I hope 
and truft it was not before man, but before my God that I fell. 
in this pofture I thought [ muftbeg for mercy. I could but throw 


myfelf into the hands of the living God: if he fpared me, I fhould ~ 


be faved, if not, God’s throne would forever remain pure and guilt- 
lefs. Death and life had been fet before me, but I had chofen the 
broad road to defiruction. ‘1 had fet at nought all his counfels, 
and would none of his reproofs.” By degrees this feeling left my 
head, neck, breaft and right arm. I was fomewhat alarmed. I 
thought I ought to die to fin, in order to liveto God. While re- 
flecting on Peter’s attempting to walk on the water to goto Jefus, 
and when beginningto ‘ink, he cried, Lord, fave me, or T perifh, and 
immediately Jefus flretched forth his hand and lifted him up, it ap- 
peared to me that Chrift had taken hold of my arm, and unlefs he 
lifted me up I fhould fink down to hell. 

After fome time I got up and fat in my chair. All I could fay 
was, that there appeared a reality in religion; and that it was not 
fiction or the mere eyed of paflion. And although | had in my 
heart ridiculed thefe things, they were none the lefs important. 
My conviction feemed to be gone in a great meature, yet I did not 
receive that comfort and peace to my foul, which I afterwards did. 
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The next Lord’s day, after I had been up a fhort time, I felt my 


heart foftened and melted down within me in fuch a manner as it: 


is impoflible for me to defcribe. It appeared to me that all crea- 
tion pratfed its Creator. I thought I wanted to go to meeting that 
day to ferve the Lord, as I had always been to ferve fin and Satan. 


But when I got there, I was ftruck with this thought, that . 


what I felt in the morning previous, was nothing ; and that I was 





yet in the gall of bitternefs and bonds of iniquity, and that I had - 


not only been deceiving myfelf but others. 

In this fituation I remained through the meeting; after which 
I heard a chriftian tell her experience, which was very clear. I 
was now more convinced than ever, that I knew nothing about 
thefe things. I could hardly ftay in the room. My prayer was 
to the Lord, that my eyes might be opened, and that I might not 
reft on any falfe hopes. In this ftate 1 remained fome time in al- 


moft complete defpair. Finally the clouds began to be difpelled | 


from my mind, and I had the fame joyful feelings which I had | 


felt in the morning ; but with greater manifeftations of the truth ; 
notwithftanding, for fome time, I did not dare to fay a word on the 
fubject. 

I cannot defcribe the feelings of my mind at this time. I 
thought | could blefs God, for every thing I poffefled or enjoyed, 
as I viewed myfelf the vileft of finners, and altogether unworthy of 
the leaft of his mercies. I viewed God to be a holy, juft, and 
wife Being. Jefus appeared to be jult fuch a Saviour as poor 
miferable and undone finners ftand in need of. I faw that he had 
fulfilled God’s holy law, and anfwered its penal demands inftead 
of fallen finful man ; and, in and through his name only, I, togeth- 
er with the chief of finners, might find acceptance with God. 

I read my Bible, which feemed like a new book. Now 1 could 
fay, Lord, I believe, help thou my unbelief. Every thing that I looked 
upon appeared to be altered, and efpecially chriftians. Once I 
could not fee any thing comely or beautiful in them; now they 
appeared to be the excellent ones of the earth. 

Monday night, (which was Jan. 1, 1810, and truly it was a new 
year to my foul) I never clofed my eyes in fleep through the 
whole of the night, but was perfectly eafy and compofed. I can- 
not defcribe the happinefs which 1 enjoyed that night; and I am 
fure it was that which this world cannot give nor take away. I 
had not an enemy in the world. 1 thought I could fay with my 
whole heart and foul, My Lord, and my God! I believe I felt refign- 
ed to God’s will; that he fhould do with me as feemed him good, 

I think I can truly fay, there is peace in believing, and joy in the 
Holy Ghoft. I cannot help inviting my fellow finners, to tafle and 
fee, that the Lord is gracious. can truly fay for myfelf, that I have 
enjoyed more real happinefs in Chrift in one minute, than in all 
my life before, in fin and vanity. “ O that a// this falvation might 
fee.”

Jefus has wrought out a complete falvation, and through him 
God-can be juit, and the juftifier of him that believeth on him. 
But unlefs we are converted and become new creatures in Chrilt, 
his life, fufferings, and death, will avail us nothing. Where he is 
gone, we cannot go, but mutt take our abode with damned {pirits 
forever. This is the condemnation, that light has come into the world, 
and men have chofen darkne/s rather than light, becaufe their deeds are evil. 

O that there might be a great fhakmg amongit the dry bones, 
and thofe that are dead in trefpafles and fins, might be raifed to 
newneis of life in Chrift ; that carelefs, fecure and ftupid finners 
might be awakened to fee their danger, and tocry, Men and brethren, 
what fall we do ! That reformation may follow reformation, until 
the whole earth fhall be filled with the glory of God, is the con- 
ftant prayer of your unworthy friend, L. W. B.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION IN LITCHFIELD, (MAINE.) 


Extract of a Letter from the Rev. Mr. Kendall, to the 
Editor, dated Litchfield, May 23, 18to. 


Dear Sir, 


ALTHOUGH I never faw your face, yet believing that you 
will rejoice to hear of the profperity of Zion, I have taken the 
liberty to acquaint you of the late glorious work of God in this 
place. It had been for a number of years a low time with us in re- 
ligion; and I had many doubts refpecting my further ufefulnefs 
with this people. Indeed I had almoft defpaired of ever feeing 
another reformation in the place. But God, who is rich in mercy, 
for his greai love wherewith he hath loved us, even when we were 
enemies, hath reconciled us to himfelf by the blood of his dear 
Son. 

The work made its firft appearance in the church, in December 
aft. ‘lhe members appeared to be more engaged in prayer than 
is ufual. Shortly after, the people feemed to be alarmed at their 
wretched ftate,. being convinced that they were enemies to God. 
In different parts of the town, remote from each other, there be- 
gan to be an inquiry, to know what they fhould do to be faved. In 
a fhort time the reformation became almoit general through the 
town. 

Eighty five have been baptized in this place, fince the firft of lat 
March, and a great number more, [ truit, have been brought to 
the knowledge of the truth, that have not as yet made en open 
profefion. A number fill remain under ferious impreflions of 
mind. 
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This work has been carried on with the greateft regularity and 
order, without-noife or confufion. A very great folemnity was 
~oblervable on the countenances of the anxious, while the joys of 
thofe who were made the happy fharers in the work, were manifett- 
ed in various ways. 

In this glorious revival all ages, from the man of feventy, down 
to the child of eight or ten years old, have been fharers together. 
It was pleafing to fee the lofty oak and tender willow, bowing to- 
gether. The young converts in general appear to have been led 
very clearly into the doctrine of the gofpel. Particularly the de- 
pravity. of the human heart, and the wretched ftate of mankind 
by nature ; and alfo that our jultification is by the righteoufnefs of 
Chrifi alone. May God carry on bis glorious work until the whole 
earth fhall be filled with his faving knowledge, through Jefus 
Chrift our Lord, Amen.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION IN WESTMORELAND, (VIR.) 


Extract of a letter from the Rev. Henry Toler, 
dated Wettmoreland, Virginia,: July 11, 1810, 
to the Editor. 


Dear Brother, 


FROM my own inclination, and feveral folicitations, I tranfmit 
you in few words for publication, the following pleafing intelli- 

ence : 
, In 1783, the firft year of my miniftry, in which I travelled much 
by the perfuafion of an old mother in Ifrael, 1 preached in my | 
prefent neighbourhood, at which time there were very few Baptifts 
in it. A few years after, fome members were difmifled from 
Moratico church, for the purpofe, who with fome others baptized 
here, were conftituted a church, called Nomony, of 17 members. 
For feveral years after that, we had a foul-reviving time, and great 
additions tothe church. A goodly number of thefe firft converts 
have ftood firm in the truth fo far. A number of them, I believe, 
have goneto heaven. Some others have removed to the weftward. 
And fome have been excommunicated. Our large church then 
fuffered fome declenfion. The fpring and fummer feafons were 
over, and the finging of birds had abated. Some were baptized, 
however, now and then, ‘and the church was not without the 
word and ordinances of the gofpel. This dim feafon lafted long, 
and towards the end of it, infidelity fpread its dark deftructive 
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wings abroad, and iniquity abounded moreand more. Perfecution 
revived, and exerted all its forces, but they were weak. 

But, O glorious to iell, what almighty grace can dp! Unex- 
pectedly in the fpring of 1806, the word by degrees faftened in 
the hearts of feveral hearers. Meetings became defirable in the 
darkelt neighbourhoods, efpecially to fome of the young people, 
and were crowded day and night. A few who had before experi- 
enced religion, now made profeflion of it, and fome, who long fince, 
in what we call cool times, had not heard in vain, though we 
knew it not, now became roufed anew. For a length of time we 
fcarcely had a meeting, but it was afterwards mentioned to have 
been the awakening of fome and the confolation of others. For 
feven weeks I was at no meeting day nor night near home, but we 
heard the experience, of from one to ten candidates for baptifm. 
Many attended to fee that ordinance adminiftered, and frequently 
carelefs fouls were much affected by it. How pleafing it was to 
fee fuch large numbers, hand in hand, in one line, following Chriit 
in this folemn burial of baptifm ! Brother Straughan in Northum- 
berland baptized many during a late revival there, and I baptized 
in our revival as follows :

The number of members of Nomony church at our laft affocia- 
tion was 875 ; I have baptized but five fince. A few are now 


waiting for baptifm. The Lord hath done great things for us, whereof 


we are glad ; but are too ungrateful. 

During the revival, in the midft of my joy, I fometimes felt 
my fpirits fink under a belief, that however careful we might be, 
fome would come into the church, who would prefently go out. 
This has happened ; but perhaps not more than 30 have yet been 
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excommunicated. We have preachers and exhorters in the church, 
who can keep up meetings, and who were helpful in the courfe 
of this revi#al. For feveral important good reafons, I find it necef- 
fary to remove, and fhall refide after fome time in next month, in 
Fairfax county, fill in Virginia, near Alexandria. 

May the word of the Lord have free courfe and be glorified, to the 
ends of the earth '!

A BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


OF THE LIFE AND CHARACTER OF THE 


REV. PETER WERDEN, 


Who died at Cheshire, on Lord’s day, the 2lst of February, 1808. The 
funeral was attended the Wednesday following by a large assembly of 
people.—An appropriate discourse was delivered on the occasion, from 
Acts xiii. 36, 37, by the Rev. John Leland. At the close of which, the 
following lines were exhibited. 


Howl, fir tree, for the cedar is fallen ! 

Help, Lord, for the godly man ceaseth ; for the righteous is taken away 
from among men. 

My father, my father, the chariots of Israel and the horsemen thereof. 

Let me die the death of the righteous, and let my last end be lite his. 


ELDER WERDEN was born June the 6th, 1728. Ordained 
to the work of the miniftry, at Warwick, (Rhode-Ifland) May, 
1751, in the 24th year of his age. | 

When he firft began to preach, he was too much of a New- 
Light, and too ftrongly attached to thé doétrine of /alvation by 
overeign grace, togbe generally received among the old Baptift 
churches in Rhode-Ifland, which had been formed partly upon the 
Arminian plan, until the following event opened the door for him. 
A criminal by the name of Carter was executed at Tower-Hill. 
This occafion colle&ed abundance of people from all parts of the 
ftate. 

While the criminal ftood under the gallows, young Werden felt 
fuch a concern for the foul of this unhappy criminal, that he urged 
his way through the crowd ; and being affified by the Sheriff, he 
gained accefs to Carter, and addrefled him as follows :—* Sir, 1s 
your foul prepared for that awful eternity, into which you will 
Jaunch in a few minutes ?” The criminal replied, “1 don’t know 
that it is, but 1 wifh you would pray for me.” In this prayer, 
Mr. Werden was fo wonderfully affifted in {preading the poor 
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man’s cafe before the throne of God, that the whole aflembly were 
awfully folemnized, and moh of them wet their cheeks with their 
tears. This opened a great door for his miniftrations, both on 
the Maine and on the Ifland. 

He preached at Warwick, Coventry, and many other places, 
with good fuceefs, about 19 years, and then moved, in 1770, into 
this place, where he has lived and adminiftered almoft 38 years. 

In his firft religious exercifes, he was led to dig deep into bis 
own heart, where he found fuch oppofition and rebellion, that 
when he obtained pardon, he attributed it to fovereign grace 
alone ; which fentiment, fo interwoven in his own foul, he ever 
proclaimed aloud to a dying world. Nothing appeared to be 
more difguftful to his mind, than to hear works and grace mixed 
together, as the foundation of a finner’s hope. To hold forth 
the Lamb of God as a piece of a Saviour ; or to confider the felf- 
exertions of a natural man, to be the way unto Chrift, the true 
and only way, were extremely difpleafing to that foul of his, which 
delighted fo much in proclaiming eternal love, redeeming blood, 
and matchlefs grace. 

Sound judgment, corre principles, humble demeanor, with 
folemn fociability, marked all his public improvements, and ming- 
led with all his converfation in fmaller circles, or with individuals. 

In him, young preachers found a father and friend ; diftretied 
churches, a healer of breaches ; and tempted fouls a fympathizing 
guide. From his firft coming into this place, until he was 70 
years old, he was a father to the Baptift churches in Berkthire and 
its environs, and in fome fenfe an apoftle to them all. 

His many painful labours for the falvation of finners, the peace 


of the churches, and purity of the miniftersy will never be fully * 


appreciated, until the time when he fhall ftand before his Judge, 
and hear the words of his mouth, “ well done good and faithful 
fer vant.” | 

The charaéter which I have drawn of the life and labours of 
the man, who now lies fleeping in death before our eyes, many of 
you know to be true. From the fternnefs of his eyes and bluth 
of his face, a ftranger would have been led toconclude that he was 
fovereign and felf willed in his natural habit of mind; but on 
acquaintance the phyfiognomift would have been agreeably difap- 
pointed. He was matter of fo much felf- government, that he has 
been heard to fay, that (except when he was infected with the 
{mall-pox) he never found it hard to keep from fpeaking at any 
time, if his reafon told him it was beft to forbear ; and no man 
poffefled finer feelings, or treated the characters of others with 
more delicacy than he did. He had an exalted idea of the inalien- 
able rights of confcience : jullly appreciated the civil rights of 
man, and ws affiduous to keep his brethren from the chains of 
ecclefiaftical power. 
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His preaching was both fentimental and devotional, and his life 
fo far correfponded with the precepts which he taught, that none of 
his hearers could juftly reply, “ Phyfician, heal thyfelf.” 

A number of revivals have taken place in the town and congre- 
gation where he has refided and preached, and a number of minis- 
ters have been raifed up in the church of which he was paltor. 

For about to years his phyfical and mental powers have been 
on the decline ; and how many times have we heard him rejoice, 
that others increafed, though he decreafed : but his fuperannuation 
was not fo great, as to prevent the whole of his ufefulnels ; and 
his hoary head was a crown of glory unto him. 

A pvumber of times he has been heard to pray, that he might 
not outlive his ufefulnefs, which has been remarkably anfwered in 
his cafe, for the Sunday before he died, he preached to the people— 
he preached his laft. 

The difeafe which clufed his mortal life, denied his friends the 
solemn pleafure of catching the balm of life from his lips, in his 
laft moments. He had finifhed his work before, and nothing re- 
mained for him to do, but to die. Socrates, the patient philofo- 
pher, faid to have never been angry in his life, when dying was 
vexed. The caufe wasthis ; his pupils alked him what he would 
have them do with his body after he was dead. To whom he 
fternly replied, “have I been fo long with you and taught you 
no better ? after I am dead, what you fee will not be Socrates.— 
Socrates will then be among the Gods.”—The improvement which 
I now make on the words of this philofopher is. this ; what we fee 
here lying before our eyes, is not Werden, this is but the fhell: His 
foul is now among the angels and faints in light, before the throne 
of glory. I will not fay that his foul is under the altar with others, 
crying, * how long, O Lord, holy and true, doft thou not judge 
and avenge our blood on them that dwell on the earth,” becaule 
he did not offer his life on the altar of martyrdom ; but I have 
an unfhaken belief that his foul has left all its tribulation, being’ 
wathed and made white in the blood of the Lamb, and is now 
bafking in the fun-beams of immortal noon. 

Let the inhabitants of Chefhire refle& a moment on the dealings 
of God towards them. Within about three years, three minitters 
belonging to Chelhire have departed this life. The pious Mafon 
took the lead—the pleafing Covell followed after—and now the 
arduous ‘Werden, who has been in the miniftry a longer term than 
any Baptift preacher left behind, in New-Fngland, has finifhed his 
courfe, in the 8oth year of his age ; while Leland remains alone to 
raife this monument over their tombs.

William Batchelder, 
from Prov xi. 30. 

From the Report of the Truftees, it appeared that-the Miffiona- 
ries had often been bleffled with the Divine Prefence, and had fre- 
quently, with, unfpeakable joy, witneffed fouls flocking to Chrift 
by means of the preached gofpel. 

It is pleafing to notice, that the magnitude and importance of 
miffionary in{titutions become more and more apparent to the 
chriftian world. Not only the heathen, who are bowing down to 
idols, but a number_of churches deflitute of flated paftors, and 
thoufands of inhabitants fcattered in the new fettlements, and def- 
titute of the means of inflruction, call powerfully for the exertion 
of chriftian benevolence. And indeed thofe who have been made 
fen‘ible of their own apoltacy and ruin, and have been brought to 
embrace the glad tidings of pardon proclaimed in the gofpel, can 
never ceafe to defire and pray to God that men may be faved. 


Added to thefe defires and prayers, we rejoice. to witnefs the open- . 


ed hand of chriftian charity. Numerous and liberal have been 
the annual contributions and donations to the Baptilt Mifhonary 
Society. While many of the rich have given of their abundance, 
the fatherlefs and the widows have cheertully tendered their mites. 
But ,notwithftanding much has been effected, yet chriftian zeal 
fhould never be diminifhed, while any portion of the human race fit 
in darknefs, and in the region and fhadow of death. It is therefore 
refpe&fully fubmitted to the churches, whether much more might 
not be effected, if a proper fyitem were uniformly purfued. Let 
each church appoint a Committee to procure fubfcribers to the So- 
ciety, whofe duty it fhall be to call on them annually for their fub- 
{criptions, and forward the amount collected to the Society at their 
next annual meeting. Such fervices, flowing from love to God and 
benevolence to man, will meet the approbation of Him, who, 
though rich, for our fakes became poor, and will enfure the blefi- 
ing of thoufands ready to perifh, As anmacknowledgment to the 
Divine Goodnefs in opening the hearts of his people, a lilt of the 
donations and contributions will in future be annually publifh-

ORDINATIONS.
